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STATEMENT 
OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC OF KOREA 
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| The Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea issued on | 
October 25 a statement in denunciation of the criminal aggressive act of the 


U.S. imperialists against Cuba. 


Follows the full text of the statement: 
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The Kennedy administration of the Unit- 
ed States proclaimed a measure for overall 
armed blockade against Cuba on October 
22 and issued an order to stop, “search” 
and sink, if necessary, any and every ship 
bound for Cuba. 

In accordance with this, the U.S. govern- 
ment is massing large armed forces around 
Cuba and dispatching new reinforcements 
to Guantanamo, the U.S. military base in 
the territory of Cuba. 

The U.S. ground, naval and air force 
units in the mainland of the United States 
and in different parts of the world have 
been placed in battle trim. 

Thus, the aggressive action perpetrated 
for long by the U.S. imperialists against 
the Cuban revolution and the Cuban people 
has reached the most open, shameless stage 
and world peace is faced with grave 
menace. 

The recent step of the U.S. government 
on blockading Cuba by armed force is a 
barbarous, piratic act on the high seas, a 
criminal act aimed at trampling underfoot 
peace and directly unleashing a world war 
and an outrageous challenge to the peace- 
loving people the world over. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people express surging indignation at 
and resolutely denounce the cursed, crimin- 
al aggressive act of U.S. imperialism.
